A THRILLING EXPERIENCE OF THP NEW 


YORK FIRE PATROL AT A 


CELLAR PIRE. 


Charles T. Hill, who has been writing 


a series of articles on the New York 
Fire Department for St. Nicholas, brings 
the series to an end with a paper on 
"The Fire Patrol" in the October num- 
ber. 
Mr. Hill tells the following story : 


An incident that occurred at a severe 


fire in a big business house some two 
years ago will give an idea of what the 
membeis of these protective departments 
have to face at times in order to save 
property. The fire broke out about mid- 
night in the basement of an immense 
fireproof building on Ureene Street, ex- 
tending a whole block from West Fourth 
Street to Washington Place. When the 
firemen arrived, half the basement, or 
practically half the block, was in (lames, 
but on account of the flreproof construc- 
tion of the building the flre was confined 
to the basement part. 
The fire was 


burning so fiercely that the shutters of 
the basement windows were almost red 
hot and the dead-lights over the side- 
walk were so heated that the tar around 
the glass was bubbling and running in 
streams across the walk to the gutter. 
The construction of the building was 
very substantial, and it was almost im- 
posiible lor the firemen to make an en- 
trance ; indeed, the windows and dead-

Hotel Lafayette, Philadelphia, was th 


scene of an old-time Democratic gather 
ing last Wednesday, when the Demo 
cratic candidates for Auditor (Jenen 
and State Treasurer, Walter E. Hitter 
of Lycoming, and SI. 35. Brown, of li, 
diana county, met prominent Democrats 
of the State and city. 
While the meet 


ing was informal there was a general ex 
change of views on the issues of the cam 
paign, and a lining up of forces in sup 
port of the ticket. In outlining the 
issues Mr. Hitter said : 


"It seems to me that there has nevei 


been a time in Pennsylvania when there 
was greater need for a thorough reform 
in matters of our State government. The 
positions of Auditor General and Slate 
Treasurer are the key of the whole situ- 
ation. 
It is admitted by every OUP, re- 


gardless of politics, that the fiscal affairs 
of the State government have not been 
administered for years past in that busi- 
ness-like wu> that ought to characterize 
public affai: s. T le iiissatislaction with 
the control of tl.e ritatp Treasuiy bus 
been as great among the better classes of 
Republicans as among the Democrats. 


"The 
last Legislature passed a bill 


which provided for interest to be paij 
upon State deposits that were placed in 
certain banks of the State at the rate of 
two per cent., but th« same act also pro- 
vided that the two banks in the city of 
Philadelphia aud two oauks in the city 
of Pittsburg and oue in tiie city of 11 ar- 
risburg, which were to be known as ac- 
tive banks, should pay oue and one-hall 
per cent, on daily balances. This interest, 
it m presumed, is to be paid into the Slate 
Treasury, but the same act of Assembly 
provides that the State Treasurer shall 
be exempt from any losses that may be 
occasioned by failure of these backs, iu- 
.isrnuch aa they have been selected as 
banks of deposit by the Board of Reve- 
nue Commissioners. 


"While the discussion has arisen over

WHY ANIMALS DREAD MAN. 


THU FliELINO IS NOT NATURAL, BUT IS 


THU RESULT OF EXPERIENCE. 


IIV FRANK AARON. 


From my own observation, and from 


comparing notes with other naturalists 
and hunters, f am of the opinion that all 
wild animals learn to dread man only 
when they find him to be an enemy bent 
on their destruction. As long as he 
comes and goes without disturbing them 
—unless they regard him as their natur- 
al prey—they care as little for bis pres- 
ence as they do for that of other animals 
that have no motive for injuring them. 


Birds, for example, that have learned 


to dread man's destructive gun, hare no 
fear of the horse, the cow or the sheep. 
When a farmer sees, perched o-j the 
limb of a tree, a hawk, which he knows 
is planning a visit to his hen-yard, he 
mounts his horse and, with gun in hand, 
rides within easy shooting range of the 
lawk. The bird cannot at that distance 
separate the hostile man from the harm- 
ess horse. 


[t is interesting, too, to observe how 


much greater is the dread of wild creat- 
ures for their natuial brute foes than for 
man. 
Tiie squirrel, which hides in ter- 


ror from the falcon or the cat, will sit in 
saner familiarity almost within reach of 
the schoolgirl rambling in the woods. 
O ice, after amusing myself in my garden 
with tin; motions of a toad, as it hopped 
lazily out of the way of ray foot, I step- 
ped back to watch it from a greater dis- 
tance. 
Presently 
f noticed it making 


grout leaps in frantic Iviste. and, looking 
for the cauae. I spied a garter snake glid- 
ing through the grass in swift pursuit of 
the ill fated batrachian, whose move- 
ments now were in striking contrast 
with those of a few minutes previous. I 
quickly rescued the panting fugitive, fi>r 
the the inspct-devouri'ig toad is the gar- 
dener V friend. 


In these days of gr-ograp! ic il research, 


when the old "unexplored regions" are 
almost banished from our maps, it is no 
easy matter to find a teintory into which 
neither the savage huu'er not the civil z- 
ed spot tmau hd; ever penetrated.

never been my goud fortune to set foot 
ID such a region, out trustworthy obser- 
vers inform us that in isolated sections, 
inch as the C.iUpagos Islands, where 
human boiugs had seldom been seen, thf 
wild denizens of earth and air were per- 
fectly "lame," or, in other words, indit- 
'erenl iu the prr-sence of man. 
We read 


of Lemma who, hiding away in remote 
wilds, "the 
world forgetting, by the 


>vorl<l forgot," or on bioad estates from 
winch human intruders were rigorously 
excluded, sit surrounded by birds.squir- 


1s aud even rabbits, in fearless and 


contented intimacy. 


B'lt these conditions are only rare ex- 


ceptions. The uncivilized hunter with 
lis rude appliances, bow, arrow and 
'pear, or the modern sportsman, with 
i Hie and shot gun, ban penetrated every- 
where, and has kt-yt up that relentless 
w^r nn the brute creation in which man 
has delighted since the days of Ximrod. 
Everywhere the great cats, the wolves, 
the foxes and other carnivorous quadru- 
peds, the eagles, the hawks and birds of 
prey, generally, have an instinctive dread 
of man, of his rifle and of his dog. It is 
seen as well in the young of these creat- 
ures, although they may never have seen 
man, 
as in the older and more experi- 


enced of their kind, which have before 
been chased or shot at. or have seen their 
companions killed. The impulse that 
ilru-ei them to avoid man, to sliuu his 
leail'-lcahtig gun, and. crust o( all, to 
Iread his dog, seems a rn.uter of hered- 
ity. 


This iustmc'ive dread ot man on the 


(urt ot luany auimals powerful enough 
lo attack him -s their prey, may have 
partly originated with the advent of gun- 
powder, though not entirely. We can 
h Hilly believe that the arrow or the 
sppur can have impressed these great 
b j.ists with man's physical supeiiority. 
His said that a pointed arrow, at close 
r.inge. will pass quite through the body 
of a buffalo, yet it 13 nol ar all likely 
that I lie force of such a weapon against 
the thick skull of a panther or bear 
would have the least eftVet in checking 
its angry charge. 
B'lt the imprisoning 


traps must have had an awe inspiringin- 
liueiice, and » still more potent cause 
must have bee'i the hand-to-hand en- 
counter, It has been proved by fre- 
quent instances that a lithe and active 
man is more than a matflh, even without 
weapons, for a wild car, an ocelot or a. 
w o l f ; and, with a heavy club or au ax, 
for a panther or a black bear. 


Consider then the pnrtuble outcome of 


hattk'S between ni"n am! the larger 
oeas's of prey, when t'l" former were 
armed with th«> great stone axes or hatn 
iners emplo>e<! by the primitive races. 
The crushing descent of such a weight, 
lidded to the force of a stalwart arm, 
would, if righllv aimed, lay low the 
largest o! nun-patcis. Consider, too, 
the adVtii'uge of position, the 
man 


standing erect and thus swinging his 
ivoapon fro n a supnriur height. 


Some of the stone implements wielded 


by the, prehistoric tribes, and by later 
races of uncivilized men, were models of 
their kind. Great rounded, or elongat- 
ed, and often edged ma->ses of stune, 
with tough handles thonged to the wrist 
•-o as to be always at hand, enabled the 
natives of the American forests to defy 
the panther or the jaguar, and only the 
gn/zly bear would venture to attack 
him singly. 


iiut in Asiatic and African jungles, 


while the. leopard and the cheetah seld- 
om attack a grown man, the tiger aud 
the lion, those monarehs of the feline 
rice, against primitive weapons could 
seldoui avail, have for a man without 
firearms but little fear. 
In the dawn of 


our settlements, the earliest pioneers 
found that the formidable grizzly bear, 
always more than a match for the Indian 
with his rude weapons, took far leas no- 
tice of the white hunter than it after- 
wards did when it had learned the fur- 
reaciiini? power of the ritle. Indeed, 
Rocky Mountain hunters tell us that the 
grizzly, perhaps without exception the 
most fearless and independent of the 
brute tribe, if it has never before en- 
counteied man, passes him with lordly 
indifference, as regardless of his presence 
as if the stranger were a wolf or a wild 
cat.

The Use of Lime. 


Us EtVi-ct on Various Soil£--Ob- 


sorvatioiis of a Practical 
5.<'.?£§., ? Farmer. 


An observant writer of Adams coun- 


ty, I'a., in the Country Gcnf'nuftH, gives 
some very interesting facts relative to 
the action and use of lime on various 
soils in Pennsylvania, from which inter- 
mation may be gleaned that is applicable I 
to any State, lie says: 


"I have no theories to offer but notes 


on observations and practice. My obser- 
vation extend over limestone soil, red 
sandstone and red shale soils, blue shale 
and ironstone or granite soils. When 
Pennsylvania woods were first cleared up 
the virgin soil produced amazingly, ami 
the ready and available plant, food was 
beized by the agriculturists and sold off 
the farm. After a certain length ol 
time, depending on the nature and depth 
of the s»il, the ready aud available plant 
tuoii became scarce and the crops failed 
tu 'pan out.' 
Intensive culture aud 


modern implements were, of course, un- 
known, aud the farmer cast about for 
some tueaus to increase his crop, and 
struck on buvut limestone or caustic lime 
as the most readily procurable agent, and 
from actual observation in many cases 1 
know it, was a bonanza for the farmer. 
This comparatively new land contained 
plenty of organic matter of humus, but 
it was not in a soluble condition, aud the 
plant could not utilize it. Lime decom- 
posed it and made the nitrogen available. 
It also, with chemical combinations with 
acids, unlocked potash aud phosphoric 
acid in some cases. Thus again for some 
years good crops of grain were grown 
even by the most careless soil manage- 
ment. 


"The lime, however, soon came when 


all the plant food that was liberated by 
the lime waa used up, and the skinning 
i'ar.uer was on the outlook for something 
else that would serve him as lime hail. 
About this time guano was Llisoovered in 
large quantities, aud very much of it was 
used, to an advantage, of course, but 
soon the supply of that valuable manure 
was exhausted ; counterfeits were foist- 
ed un the unsuspecting farmer: lie was 
disgusted with the results and went back 
to lime, jlut it would not do for hin- 
what it h.id formerly done. 
XexL came 


the commercial fertilizer of to-duy, and 
the use of lime on the laud was almosl 
totally abandoned, and a large number 
ot the limekilns closed up. 


''l>uring the last six or eight years a 


reaction has set in and much more lime 
is used again, but it is used more intelli- 
gently. The above applies to the happy- 
Cu-lucky fanner who despises 'book-lani- 
iu' and takes no 'stock' iu agricultural 
papers. The intelligent farmer, and .1 
am surry to suy that lie is in the minority 
in our part of the Keystone Slate, man- 
nged suuiuMliat dUlereutly. lie noticed 
that if a ;;u«d heavy clover sod was plow- 
ed under, or even a good coat of coarse 
manure, the lime would continue to hart- 
a good eit\.";t, whereas if the laud was 
cropped hard and the lime aloue depend- 
ed on, the crops soon failed. So he grow 
nui-jh clover and often managed to pas 
lure it. only lightly, aud on Ihis hiiitvv 
-•-.id, \sith its mass of vegetation, tie ap 
plird t;;e lima and plowed aii under ; to 
day, niter forty nr fifty years of such

woul.i make such a course prohtable. O: 
course, the lime not only acts on the or- 
ganic matter, but also on the inorganic, 
and thereby liberate:! the mineral food 
for plants. It forms new chemical com- 
binations, breaks up old ones, and there- 
by makes available for the plant a con- 
siderable quantity of potash and, under 
some conditions, phosphoric acid. This, 
of course, depletes the soil to a eertai:; 
extent, but let us not have any grave, 
fears for the future on that account. 
There is a good supply. According to 
some of our soil investigators, the top 
foot of an acre of soil contains, on an 
average, about o.Out.) pounds o£ potash, 
and as nearly all plant roots penetrate 
three or four feet we may reaouably con- 
clude that it is safe for us to use a sol- 
vent to obtain some as long as we have 
a!,0(io pounds per acre to draw on. 
At 


the ordinary rate of cropping we could 
make it last seme 5,(JOO to ti.OOO years at 
least. 


"lint limp not only acts as a liberator 


of plant food ; it has a very decided ef- 
fect on :-he mechanical condition of tlu- 
soil. Some of our ironstone or granite 
clays are of a very close texture, very 
slow to respond to heat or moisture. 
An application of about 50 bushels oi 
caustic limo to the acre will make it 
more porous. The lime acts as a cement 
on the very minute particles of the soil, 
and their adhering causes the soil to take 
on the nature of a sand and clay mixed 
—open and porous, 30 that heat and 
moisture can readily penetrate it. It 
becomes better ventilated, so to speak. 
The wator can percolate through it fast- 
er, and it can be worked earlier in the 
spring, and is iu every way improved. 
On the shale soils the mechanical action 
is quite different. On blue shale, with 
clay pockets, ot) bushels of lime to the 
acre makes the soil very nearly a mortar 
aud almost uutillable. Where it is grav- 
elly and loamy its effect is not so bad, 
but 1 find, from numerous experiments, 
that phosphate of lime is much better 
adapted to the blue shale than the car- 
bonate form. 


'•The red shale and red sandstone, 


which is generally of a very light, loose 
and gravelly nature, so that water per- 
colates down too fast, and it is easily af- 
fected by drouth, will be given by the 
lime a closer texture. A very heavy ap- 
plication of lime will often change a very 
light, open soil to a soil of a light, clayey 
nature, which will hold the wator much 
better against percolation aud evapora- 
tion. 
I don't know of any scientific 


tests for soil moisture of the red shale 
thus differently treated, but I know, 
from observation, that if we use about 
fifty bushes of lime and plow under a 
heavy clover sod or good coat of coarse 
manure, the soil thus treated will hold 
out against a drouth from live to eight 
days longer than the untreated. This 
often determines whether we shall have 
a crop or half a crop. I am positive that 
iu many eases lime very greatly improves 
our land mechanically, and at. the same 
time liberates more plant food than the 
lime cost. 1 don't take much stock in 
tlie sour-soil doctrine, as I have searched 
a good deal for it, using litmus paper to 
test, and thus far have found none ex- 
cept in swamps. Js'ature has provided 
remedies for acidity, and ehe keeps the 
soil sweet and healthy, unless in swamp?, 
and there lime is of no avail, except pre- 
ceded by drainage, though after drainage 
it; will hasten the process. 


"As to the manner of application, I 


prefer as a rule to apply it when the land

Conservation of Soil Moisture. 
In tlie discussion of subsoiling, tli 


statement Ima often been made that por 
ous siuidy laud is injured more than ben 
eliteu by cleop stirring. This isundoubt 
ei!ly true, but, the best soils for horticu 
tural uses in the prairie states are thos 
with a large mixture of clay, which pac 
readily under tlie pressure of the plow 
and tiie tread of the horses in the fui 
row. A well defined crust ia formed a 
tiie bottom of the furrow, which hold 
the water of heavy rains, forming liltl 
rivulets that not only carry off the moist 
ure hut tons of the very linest and bes 
soil particles, liven the favored Loes 
soils of Iowa soou show this crust unde 
the plow. 


A peculiarity of western climate is 
spelling of orchard and garden yield b.

This trenching 
under the rows seems iu practice to give 
luite as favorable results as breaking 
the crust over the entire surface. 


In preparing for orchard planting, bar 


row tlie field smoothly, run the lifter or 
subsoiler where the row is to be set and 
^o a distance of four feet on each side 
This gives a mellow bed to the depth o 
isiia.1 planting, into which the water 
roru rains will flow to wet the subsoi' 
,nd by seepage the whole orchard aur- 
nee. Even on relatively flat land, where 
t is regarded best to ridge up the rows 
or surface drainage, subsoiling iu the 
iues of the rows is far better than to dig 
lills into the compact earth. In fields 
ubsoiling for strawberry planting or for 
ny small fruits, it is best to barrow 
moothly and then run tbe subsoiler 
rom the surface down at least 14 inches 
nder the row and at intervals of IS 
iches apart over the whole surface.—
